In  accordance  with  the  Act  of  xissenibly  made  and  pro- 
vided, the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennlinrst  State  School, 
have  the  lionor  to  pi-esent  their  bi-ennial  report  for  the  In- 
stitution for  the  two  years  endinj);  ]\Iay  81st,  1924. 

Since  the  last  re])ort  made  to  your  Board  September 
(irst,  1922,  our  former  Su])erintendent  Hon.  Oscar  E.  Thom- 
son. to  wit,  on  xkuo-nst  1st,  1923,  tendered  his  resignation, 
which  was  accepted,  to  take  effect  xVugust  loth,  1923.  Dr. 
A’illiam  J.  Steward  was  elected  Superintendent  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  On  [March  27th,  1924  Dr.  'Wiliam  d.  Steward 
tendered  his  resignation  as  Superintendent  and  Dr.  Murdock, 
of  Polk  State  School  was  placed  temporarily  in  charge  of 
the  Institution  until  the  successor  of  Dr.  Steward  could  be 
selected.  On  April  9th,  1924,  Dr.  Earl  'W.  Fuller  was  elected 
Superintendent  of  the  Institution. 

The  Board  feels  deeply  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of 
Public,  'Welfare,  Dr.  Ellen  C.  Potler  and  to  the  Director 
oi  Bureau  of  Mental  Health,  Dr.  William  ('.  Sandy,  who  hav(> 
been  much  interested  and  devoted  much  time  in  assisting 
Ihe  Trustees  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  Institution  and  its 
welfare. 

Three  disasterous  fires  happened  at  the  Institution. 
On  January  17th,  1924  the  large  barn  on  the  Institution  farm 
known  as  the  Funk  barn  was  destroyed  by  fire.  On  Febru- 
ary 9th,  1924,  the  large  dairy  barn  which  had  been  recently 
completed  restoring  the  original  barn  upon  the  site  which 
had  been  destroyed  by  fire  on  [May  2nd,  1920,  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  On  July  28th,  1924,  the  large  barn  on  the  Kolb 
B'arm  used  as  a tmporary  dairy  barn  for  our  large  herd  of 
cattle  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  x\ll  these  properties 
were  insured  in  the  State  fund  and  the  Department  of 
Property  and  SupiMies  has  commenced  the  work  of  restor- 
ing said  barns.  F’oidunately  a large  new  dairy  barn  built 
for  us  by  the  Department  of  Grounds  and  Buildings  to 
take  the  jMace  of  Ihe  old  dairy  barn  destroyed  by  fire 
[May  2nd,  1920  was  so  nearly  completed,  that  it  could  be 
used  to  house  the  dairy  herd. 

On  account  of  the  economies  necessary  in  the  State 
the  Board  was  compelled  to  resort  to  the  strictest  economy 
in  order  to  properly  sustain  and  properly  care  for  our 
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large  population  at  the  Institution.  In  order  to  do  this  we 
u^ere  unable  to  make  many  necessary  repairs  nor  were  we 
able  to  make  many  minor  improvements  that  were  needed. 

klany  innovations  as  to  the  care  and  improvement  of 
our  patients  have  been  adopted  which  have  inured  to  the 
health,  comfort  and  happiness  of  our  children.  One  of 
these  has  been  the  keeping  of  the  children  out  in  the  open 
upon  all  fit  days. 

The  Governor  has  evidenced  great  interest  in  the  Wel- 
fare of  our  school  and  has  at  all  times  been  ready  and  willing 
to  aid  us  in  every  way  possible. 

Our  population  as  will  be  seen  by  this  report  is  ap- 
proximately twelve  hundred  and  there  are  approximately 
eight  hundred  on  the  list,  waiting  to  be  admitted.  We 
believe  each  and  every  of  these  cases  on  the  waiting  list  to  be 
more  or  less  of  a social  menace,  and  the  Institution  shonld  be 
enlarged  by  the  erection  of  additional  b\;ildings,  facilities, 
etc.,  sufficient  to  care  for  these  cases.  Repairs  to  our  build- 
ings are  absolutely  imperative.  Our  water  supply  system 
needs  increasing  to  meet  the  needs.  We  are  badly  in  need 
of  storage  facilities,  and  a new  dormitory  in  which  to 
quarter  onr  help.  It  will  be  appreciated  tliat  the  employees 
of  an  Institution  like  onrs  being  absent  from  the  centre  of 
population  the  Institution  has  great  difficulty  in  obtaining 
and  kee]fing  the  pro]>er  kind  of  help  nidess  we  can  make 
their  living- and  surronndings  pleasant  and  attractive.  This 
we  cannot  do,  and  the  result  is  that  the  class  of  help  we  are 
able  to  obtain  is  not  of  the  class  it  should  be.  The  Institu- 
tion needs,  and  badly  needs,  an  auditorium  or  assembly  hall 
where  our  patients  can  be  entertained.  The  entertainment 
and  amusement  of  children  of  the  type  for  which  our  Insti- 
tution is  intended,  means  much  toward  their  improvement. 

Some  improvement  should  be  devised  in  tbe  Avay  of 
having  the  appropriation  to  the  Institution  made  available 
so  that  the  bills  of  merchants  and  others  from  whom  we 
purchase  supplies  can  be  ])romply  paid. 

While  the  appropriations  for  the  years  1923  and  1924 
were  as  liberal  as  the  finances  of  the  State  would  permit, 
they  were  not  sufficient  to  cover  current  needs,  much  less 
emergencies. 

The  coming  Legislature  should  appropriate  sufficient 
funds  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  to  accommodate 
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instead  of  twelve  hundred  patients,  as  at  present,  not  less 
than  twenty  five-hnndred,  as  by  the  time  the  building’s  are 
erected,  to  receive  them,  based  upon  the  history  of  the  in- 
crease of  commitments,  applications,  etc.,  for  admission, 
the  next  three  years  Avill  no  doubt  show  the  need  for  the 
accommodation  of  that  number  of  patients.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Peuuhurst  State  School: 
Gentlemen  : 

I hereby  respectfully  submit  the  folloAving  report  cover- 
ing a tv/o-year’s  period  ending  May  31,  1924. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  no  construc- 
tion which  Avould  increase  our  bed  capacit^y  or  improve  our 
educational,  vocational  or  recreation  facilities.  The  only 
new  construction  at  the  Pennhurst  State  School,  Avas  the  re- 
building by  the  Department  of  Property  and  Su]pAlies,  of  the 
burned  Dairy  barn.  Before  this  reconstruction  Avas  finished, 
fire  again  destroyed  this  building. 

Our  inability  to  pay  promptly  our  bills  Avhich  is  due  to 
lack  of  funds  in  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer,  has  caused  both 
the  Institution  and  our  creditors,  considerable  annoyance 
and  has  not  made  this  institution  a desirable  customer  for 
many  concers ; moreover,  it  has  prohibited  our  making  use 
of  our  discounts.  Lack  of  sufficient  funds  has  also  prohib- 
ited our  carrying  out  many  repairs  and  replacements  of  Avorn 
out  eciuipment. 

The  deep  Avell  back  of  our  Boiler  House,  Avhich  tAvo  years 
ago  Avas  expected  to  solve  our  Avater  problems  and  prevent 
the  necessity  of  our  buying  Avater,  has  not  come  up  to  ex- 
pectations. Our  Avater  bills  for  the  pa.st  tAvo  vears  came  to 
$3,830.03. 

The  rebuilding  of  our  Dairy  barn  has  been  greatly  de- 
layed. This  has  necessitated  the  continued  use  of  the  Kolb 
barn  for  the  care  of  our  milking  herd. 

The  lack  of  suitable  or  sufficient  accommodations  for  em- 
ployees of  this  Institution  is  a verj’  serious  handicap.  Em- 
ployees have  no  place  to  gather  Avhen  off  duty.  Many  of  the 
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employees’  rooms  are  small,  hiconvenieiitly  located  and 
undesirable.  It  is  necessary  to  house  as  many  as  four  em- 
ployees in  several  of  these  rooms.  More  employees’  rooms 
would  give  us  the  opportunity  to  employ  more  attendants 
and  so  give  onr  patients  more  intensive  training.  An  em- 
ployees’ building  large  enongh  to  care  for  one  hundred  and 
fifty,  with  a suitable  employees’  club  located  in  the  basement, 
is  urgentl}'  needed. 

All  patients’  gatherings,  such  as  religious  services  enter- 
tainments, dances,  etc.,  have  to  be  held  either  in  the  build- 
ing’s basement  or  in  the  Girls’  Dining  Room.  The  basements 
are  poorly  ventilated  and  overheated.  The  posts  and  low 
ceilings  in  these  rooms  make  it  impossible  to  nse  them  for 
basket  ball,  indoor  baseball  or  other  games.  These  rooms 
are  also  so  constructed  that  it  is  impossibile  to  allow  both 
sexes  to  attend  amusements  at  one  time.  The  Girls’  Dining 
Room  has  been  used  for  plays.  AVhenever  such  use  is  made 
of  this  room,  it  necessitates  the  erection  of  the  stage  and  the 
removal  of  all  tables.  The  lack  of  space  in  this  room  pro- 
hibits both  sexes  attending  a single  performance,  therefore, 
two  performances  of  each  play  must  be  presented.  To  over- 
come this  undesirable  condition,  a building  containing  an 
amusement  hall  and  a gymnasium  should  be  erected.  Such 
a building  would  be  used  every  day  of  the  week.  The  gym- 
nasium would  be  of  vast  benefit  to  both  our  boys  and  girls. 
The  auditorium  or  amusement  hall  would  be  used  not  only 
for  our  weekly  moA'ing  picture  entertainments  and  our  Sun- 
day religious  seiudces,  but  also  foi-  the  ti-aining  of  Inmates  in 
group  singing,  and  for  other  group  training  of  jmtients  and 
presentation  of  our  Institution  plays. 

Our  present  school  building  is  not  of  sufficient  cai)acity 
to  allow  the  teaching  of  both  boys  and  girls  at  tlie  same  time, 
therefore,  Ave  are  compelled  to  have  classes  for  boys  in 
the  morning  and  girls  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  not  suitable 
for  the  teaching  of  A’oeational  Avork  as  the  loom  Aveaving, 
sloyd,  etc.,  make  considerable  noise  and  interferes  Avith 
the  teaching  in  the  other  school  departments.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  the  Amcational  activities,  .such  as  the  making  of  the 
AvilloAV  furniture  and  baskets,  the  mattress  making  and  the 
paint  shop  activities,  have  to  be  carried  on  in  the  basement 
rooms  or  dormitory  buildings.  The  shoe  shop  AAdiich  is  a 
very  important  Ameational  activity,  is  located  in  our  Laundry 
building.  One  of  our  seAving  rooms  is  in  a patient’s  build-

ing.  The  cooking  instruction  has  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
teacher ’s  home.  All  these  above  mentioned  activities  should 
be  centralized  in  a vocational  building  where  they  can  come 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Principal  Teacher. 
Accommodations  for  additional  vocational  activities  shoiild 
also  be  arranged  for. 

Our  sewage  disposal  plant  was  never  completed.  At 
the  present  time,  due  to  an  insulficient  number  of  filter  beds, 
our  sewage  is  liquified  but  not  properly  filtered.  This  con- 
dition should  be  immediately  remedied  by  the  construction 
of  the  proper  number  of  filter  beds. 

Quite  a number  of  Inmates  of  this  Insitution  are  tuber- 
cular. Sufficient  accommodations  were  never  made  for  the 
care  of  these  cases,  at  the  present  time  they  are  occupying 
beds  in  the  small  solariums  of  our  Hospital  wards.  Build- 
ings for  the  care  of  botli  male  and  female  tubercular  cases 
should  be  constructed.  A proper  contagious  building  should 
also  be  erected. 

Our  store  room  and  bakery  are  located  in  the  basements. 
They  are  not  only  dark  but  the  store  rooms  are  small  and 
several  in  number.  Suitable  buildings  for  storage  purposes 
should  be  constructed. 

For  several  yeai's  this  Institution  has  rented  ihe  J.  H. 
Keck  farm  and  a tract  of  land  between  the  Schuylkill  river 
and  canal.  Both  these  pieces  of  property  are  very  desirable 
for  the  Institution  use,  as  tlie  Reck  farm  contains  good 
truck  garden  land  and  the  other  property  is  needed  for 
pasture  purposes.  These  two  properties  sliould  be  pur- 
chased. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  usual 
celebrations  were  held  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  ( ’hristmas,  etc. 
The  annual  school  exhibits  were  held  towards  the  close  of 
Ihe  school  years,  and  operettas  and  Christmas  plays  were 
presented  by  our  patients.  In  the  School  department  the 
usual  instruction  has  been  given  iu  academic  and  manual 
subjects,  and  the  vocational  training  of  patients  has  been 
continued  in  all  Institution  departments,  especially  on  the 
farm,  gardens  and  in  the  dairy  and  piggery. 

The  Institution  is  unable  to  accommodate  all  of  tliose  for 
whom  application  for  admission  has  been  made.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  between  750  and  800  names  on  our 
waiting  list.  These  applicants  are  admitted  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  but  the  waiting  list  is  steadily  growing  larger. 
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The  study  of  the  reports  of  school  department,  farm 
and  Treasurer  will  give  a comprehensive  idea  of  the  amount 
of  training  given  patients  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  this 
Institution. 

1 desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and 
efficient  support  given  me  by  S.  B.  Sower,  Steward,  John  AV. 
Guest,  Chief  Engineer,  Joseph  B.  Mitchell,  Chief  Clerk,  and 
the  heads  of  all  other  departments,  together  with  those  who 
are  associated  Avith  them,  for  Avithout  their  loyal  support, 
your  Superintendent  could  have  accomplished  but  little. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I desire  to  extend  my  sincere 
thanks  for  their  careful  consideration  of  all  subjects  sub- 
mitted, hearty  co-operation  on  all  constructive  suggestions 
and  loyal  support  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  procuring 
of  greater  efficiency  in  the  management  of  the  Institution.
